Indian Painting Gallery: THE CLEVELAND TUTI-NAMA MANUSCRIPT AND TPJE 
ORIGINS OF MUGHAL PAINTING. This exhibition examines the genesis 
of Mughal painting, focusing on a key document: the rare illustrated 
manuscript of the Tuti-nama , or Tales of a Parrot in the collection 
of the Cleveland Museum. Through December 19, 1976. 

Classroom Level Exhibition Area: MATERIALS AND TECHNIQUES OF 20TH- 
CENTURY ARTISTS. Centering on three main areas -- sculpture, 
painting, and prints -- the exhibition's approximately 40 works 
have been assembled from the Museum's own collection and from loans 
by local artists and collectors.
